Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The rejection is 
withdrawn in view of Applicant's arguments. Liang et al. (cited by Applicant, Arch. Biochern. 
Biophys., 1996) particularly points out that antibodies to peptides often recognize the 
C-terminal-free carboxyl group of the peptide. Because the prior art antibody of Brenner et al 
(see previous Office action) binds to a 12 amino acid peptide to which the protein of SEQ ID 
N0:3 and 5 of the instant application shares identity with only the first 8 N-terminal amino acids 
(riot the carboxy terminus) and in view of the conformational unpredictability discussed in 
Applicant's arguments, one of ordinary skill in the art would not have reasonably expectated that 
the antibody of Brenner anticipates or makes obvious the claimed antibody. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
